Farmers iri the Lake Okeechobee 
Region have been getting it in the 
neck so far this seagon but many of 
them have high hopes of coming 
“out of the red” on their spring 
deal. Prospects are really bright 
and should the growers get a break 
in the weather they will produce an 
unusually abundant crop. What the 
market holds in the way of price 
for them igs unpredictable and a 
complète: gamble on the growers’ 
part. . 

Bean prices have been terrible 
during most of the season and`not 
until the present scarcity of beans

Robert Meyer Hotel 
Opens Doors Today 


JACKSONVILLE—Partial open- 
ing of the magnificent new 20-story 
Hotel Robert Meyer, largest com- 
mercial hotel in Florida, has been 
set for February 27, according to 
an announcement by Roland A.

Mr. Mumford said that formal 
opening ceremonies of the hotel, 
first to be built in Jacksonville in 
22 years and costing over $6 mil- 
lion, exclusive of land, will be held 
on th eweek-end of March 20-21. 

The building, which will. have 
cver 500 rooms and two basement 
floors for guest automobile park- 
ing, is being rushed to completion. 
It was begun in 1957. 

Modern design and ingenuity are 
incorporated in the hotel to appeal 
not only to private guests and their 
families, but to large groups and 
conventions for which special facil- 
ities are available. The entire build- 
ing is air-conditioned by the larg- 
est refrigeration plant of its type in 
the South. 

Each bedroom has free radio and 
television. The hotel itself is. equip- 
ped with HiFi, and the cocktail 
lounges. and dining room have 
stereophonic sound. Closed circuit 
television is provided also. 

Combined with the Hotel Roose- 
velt, the Meyer interests in Jack- 
sonville have more than 800 rooms. 
The Hotel Robert Meyer climaxes 
almost half a century of continuous 
relationship of the Meyer Hotels 
chain with Jacksonville, beginning 
with the Seminole Hotel, acquired 
in 1910, although not operated by 
Meyer interests now. `
